born with a white skin, Martin 
Luther’ King has shown that he 
is so envious of a person being 
white and has so much hate in 
art that he will destroy 
his own people in order to make 
white people suffer.

If such a boycott should be- 
come effective about 5,000 Ne- 
groes would lose their jobs in 
the Steel plant in Birmingham, 
King would take food from the 
mouths of thousands of Negroes, 
take away the school lunchpro- 
gram from Negro children, end 
Support of dependent children 
and cut old age pensions, 

Martin Luther King, whohas 
pretended to preach against dis- 
crimination. now advocates the 
worst sort of discrimination 
against everyone, even his own 
people and even those who agree 
with his point of view,

ALABAMA HAS HAD a pro- 
fusion of rumors of an awful 
lot of immorality among civil 
rights demonstrators prior to 
and during the Selma-Montgo- 
mery march last week, A 2- 
column bordered article in Sun- 
day’s Birmingham News entiti- 
ed “lovemaking in open definite- 
ly occurred in Selma prayer 
vigil’, gave some of the det: ils 
of those awful days, Many peo- 
ple had known about the “love- 
making” and wondered why it 
was that newspaper and tele- 
vision reporters, on the scene 
by the hundreds, were not tak- 
ing pictures and reporting these 
awful immoral actions when 
they were making such a to-do 
about the march, An editorial 
in The Dothan Eagle on March 
19, was the first report I saw 
in any of the Alabama news- 
Papers and then Sunday The Bir- 
mingham News gave a detailed 
account of what happened in Sel- 
ma, The same thing has happen- 
ed at other places, 

Quoting from The Birm- 
ingham News article; “Charges 
have included illicit relations 
in the streets of Selma and at 
the march campsites; urinating 
in the streets of Montgomery; 
as many as 40 attacks by Ne- 
froes on a white female de- 
monstrator, and a general im- 
moral climate in the civil rights 
movement.” Some of the ru- 
mors proved without basis, 
Stated The News, others have 
been proved true according to 
reliable sources and eyewitness 
accounts, An Associated Press 
writer told The News “I saw 
couples involvedinintercourse, 
There was considerable other 
hanky-panky,” Selma _ Public 
Safety Director Wilson Baker 
told The Birmingham News 
there definitely was immorality 
among civil rights demonstra- 
tors and “was very definite- 
ly open in kissing and loving 
and drinking,” 

Newsmen, including two 
reporters for The News, wit- 
nessed demonstrators as they 
urinated in the middle of Mont- 
gomery’s Dexter Avenue less 
than 50 yards from the Capitol 
Steps. A ring of people, men 
and women, Negro and white, 
stood locked arms while others 
in the group of demonstrators 
urinated and one Negro boy 
was hustled off to jail by po- 
lice on a charge of indecent 
exposure, 

It has been reported by an 
Associated Press writer, and 
also by a reporter of The Birm- 
ingham News, there was evi- 
dence of petting and love. 
making between white and Ne- 
gro demonstrators, Some so- 
called ministers were present 
and. witnessed it, the reporters 
Said, 

It has been learned that hun- 
dreds of pictures were taken 
of activities in Selma, enroute 
to Montgomery, and in Mont- 
gomery, Ithas also been report- 
ed that a daily newspaper has 
had the privilege of using such 
pictures and refused to do so, 
WHY? Are they also endorsing 
such actions? It is common 
knowledge and a proven fact 
that drunkenness and sex orgies 
did mark the civil rights march, 
It is being reported that this 
kind of characters were 
recruited and paid by the day 
to be involved in sex with op- 
posite members of either race, 
Instead of this free love being 
condoned it was encouraged, As 
reported by Congressman Bill 
Dickinson, who also has the 
proof, “Free love among this 
zroup is not only condoned; it 
encouraged, It is a fact and 
, of life, Only by the

Alabama 
folk were not those who were 
participating in such actions 
except those falling under the 
influence of outsiders whocame 
to Alabama for that particular 
reason, 

There were many Alabama 
Negroes participating in the 
civil rights demonstrations who 
were shocked at what happen- 
ed, And many Selma Negroes 
are not happy that they can’t 
trade at Selma stores where 
prices are good, But the Mar- 
tin Luther King gang are watch- 
ing them and not allowing them 
to trade freely where they can 
get the best price, Yet Martin 
Luther King claims to be a- 
gainst discrimination, and he 
claims to be a minister of the 
gospel, 

Reported in The Dothan 
Eagle was a letter by a State 
trooper, sickened by the things 
and the people he had seen and 
heard at close range in the 
days he was on duty in Selma, 
who said “It’s mostly just a 
gathering of trash, homosex- 
uals, beatniks, thieves, dope 
peddlers, addicts and paid pro- 
fessional agitators, This is the 
bunch of people that LBJ is 
trying so hard to please.” He 
continued with “Regardless of 
one’s feelings about integration, 
voting rights, mixed marriages, 
whether for or against, this is 
not the way to change it, I 
have seen Negro men and white 
women; white men and Negro 
women loving eachother, hold- 
ing each other, hands all over 
each other, right here in the 
middle of the streets in Selma, 
Alabama, Bearded beatniks, fil- 
thy, dirty young white girls 
dressed like men, so-called 
preachers in overalls andsome 
priests in their suits with the 
collar turned backwards, all are 
here, living, eating, sleeping 
with these Negroes, cursing 
Alabama and us .,, People 
who live here are fed up to 
the point of desperation, This 
is what has migrated into the 
State of Alabama, with the pro- 
tection and blessings of Presi- 
dent Johnson, the Justice De- 
partment, and the Supreme 
Court.” 


MARTIN LUTHER KING is 
like most politicians, Most po- 
liticians will run for office 
until the people get tired of 
their “sweet talk” and vote 
them out of office, Martin Lu- 
ther King has received sup- 
port in his voter registration 
demonstrations, But apparently 
he is real foolish and can't 
resist his attempt to be a dic- 
tator of the United States, It 
could be he has now made 
that fatal move when he will 
find himself without the nec- 
essary support. His true color 
of hate is beginning to show, 

Even Lyndon B, Johnson may 
not be able to continue to sup- 
port him in his last proposal 
to boycott Alabama, though the 
president has been a tool in 
the hands of King all this time, 
For that reason there is no 
telling what Lyndon B, John-
